NEW YORK, April 20—Today’s 
announcement of a successful Al- 
lied attack on Sabang may be 
taken as a foretaste of things to 
come as the great two-pronged Al- 
lied offensive against the Japan- 
ese war lords from bases in 
southeast Asia begins to roll. 

The first prong planned and exe- 
cuted by Lt.-Gen. Joseph Stillwell, 
commander in chief of American 
forces in China, Burma and India, is 
designed to spear across northern 
Burma and China to support Ad- 
miral Chester W. Nimitz’s promised 
seizure of bases on the Chinese 
coast. 

Stillwell made this intention clear 
in his statement of Feb. 13 implor- 
ing the allocation of giant cargo 
planes to his area to support such a 
campaign. 

SECOND PRONG 

The second prong, of which the 
Sabang assault is unquestionably an 
important part, is being planned 
and directed by Lord Louis Mount- 
batten, supreme commander of the 
southeast Asia command. Mount- 
batten established himself recently 
at Kandy, Ceylon, where he is in a 
position to direct powerful naval

Admiral Sir James Somerville, 
commander of all Allied naval 
forces, led the battle fleet almost 
into the mouth of the Malacca 
Straits, which stretched southwest- 
ward to the captured stronghold of 
Singapore, and completed the at- 
tack without damage to his force. 


FORMIDABLE FORCE 


The communique indicated that 
Somerville was prepared to meet 
any naval force the Japanese might 
dare to throw against him, His 
armada included aircraft carriers, 
battleships and cruisers, and an

said the propaganda chief deliver- | 
ed on the eve of Hitler’s hirthday | 
at the German state opera house 
in Berlin, dwelling throughout on 
the difficulty of the German posi- 
tion, the righteousness of Nazi war 
aims and the necessity for sticking 
together in the hour of trial. 
“COULD BE WORSE” 

On the theme that things are not 

as bad as they seem, Goebbels said: 

“It will not be possible to form | 


an accurate and just idea of the 
individual war events and factors 
which have been decisive in the 


war until the war is over.” 

Suggesting that many Germans 
may not approve of Hitler, Goeb- 
bels recalled contemporary opposi- 
tion to Frederick the Great. 

Of the damage caused by the 
Allied air raids on Germany, 
Goebbels remarked that “ten 
years after the peace has been 
declared there will hardly be any 


signs left of the destruction 
caused by the enemy's terror 
raids.” 


For Germans who might wonder 
how Hitler personally is reacting to 
the current trend of war, Goebbels 
gave this picture: 


FUEHRER “UNCHANGED” 

“I have been with him (Hitler) 
in happy and critical hours. The 
Fuehrer has always remained the 
same. I have never seen him des- 
perate or undecided.” 


Goering in an order of the day 


broadcast by the Berlin radio 
and intended for publication 
today told the German armed 


forces that “no sacrifice and no 
privation” should be too great to 
make for Germany, and that “our 
gift to the Fuehrer is our vow 
not to lay down arms until we 
have assured the Reich’s future.” 

In a Hitler birthday statement 
issued to German newspapers 
through the German radio Goering 
said: 

“A thousand dangers may lie 
ahead. New anxieties and burdens 
may prove inevitable. Further ef- 
forts and sacriifces may be demand- 
ed of us. We do not fear them. Con- 
fidently and ready for every sacri- 
fice, we fight and work by the side 
of the Fuehrer. Loyalty to him is a 
guarantee of freedom and victory.”

Canadians In China 


Canada has followed the lead of Britain 
and the United States in renouncing extra- 
territorial rights in China. The practical 
effect is that Canadians who go to China 
to reside will be subject to Chinese courts 
administering Chinese laws. They will 
have no claim, as heretofore, to trial by 
Canadian or British magistrates if action 
is brought against them by Chinese 
citizens. 

The cancellation of these rights by 
foreign governments is official admission 
that the old China has gone, and with it 
the traditional partiality of Chinese law 
and venality of Chinese administrators. 
It was not for nothing these extra-terri- 
torial rights were demanded and obtained 
long ago. Under the old regime foreigners 
resident in that country could know safety 
for person or property only if they could 
appeal for justice to some authority other 
than the mandarins and cadis. 

It is accepted as fact that in the new 
China to emerge when the war is over, 
Chinese laws will be fair and courts just, 
whoever the accused or the complainant 
may be. If any Canadian is not willing to 
sta ce his safety and his property on that 
belief he had better stay out of China. 
The Dominion is not going to stand pro- 
tector for him. 
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No Tie-Ups Allowed 


New and drastic penalties have been 
proclaimed for any persons who try to 
stir up strikes in Britain. The offender 
may be sent to jail for five years, or fined 
£500, or suffer both fine and imprison- 
ment. 

This is not at all in harmony with the 
tenor of British law or public opinion in 
ordinary circumstances. Nowhere on 
earth are the rights of the individual more 
vigorously asserted or more freely recog- 
nized, even when he employs his liberty 
to tie up the railways or paralyze some 
other key service or industry. 

The new restriction is strictly a war 
measure, could never be enforced and 
would never be imposed in any other than 
emergent conditions. The plain implica- 
tion is that when Allied armies are fight- 
ing on the continent no one is going to be 
allowed to hamper the production and 
movement of food or other essential sup- 
plies at the British base. 

It is to be hoped that in Canada and 
every other Allied country the same rule 
will apply, without need for legal com- 
pulsion, When our men are under fire and 
dependent upon the smooth working of 
industrial and transportation machinery 
clear back to the producing areas, it will 
be asking little of the civilian that he carry 
on “as is” even if working conditions are 
not altogether to a ae 


Beautify Now 


There are only three objections offered 
to an immediate program of beautification 
for Edmonton, 

The first is offered by the Canadian 
Legion which warmly endorses the pro- 
gram but fears it may interfere with hous- 
ing. 

The second is offered by the City Coun- 
cil which believes the Canadian National 
Railways should bear a share of the cost 
of the proposed Macdonald hotel park. 

The third is offered by the Trades and 
Labor Council which is in favor of the plan 
but suggests that only preliminary work 
be started now and that actual construct- 
ion be held until the war is over as a means 
of giving employment to men released from 
war industries. 

None of these objections is valid, 

With regard to the first one, housing 
and beautification are two entirely separ- 
ate projects except insofar as beautifica- 
tion always stimulates speculative build- 
ing. There is no reason why both housing 
and beautification projects can not be car- 
ried on simultaneously. 

With regard to the second one, it is 
Edmonton and Edmonton people who will 
benefit by beautification. Travelers will go 
to the Macdonald hotel whether it is lo- 
cated in a slum or in a park, 

With regard to the third one, delay is 
dangerous because no one knows what the 
value of property will rise to by the end of 
the war, On the other hand, Edmonton is

A Chance for Leadership 


The public will surely approve the de- 
cision to set up a federal Department of 
Veterans’ Affairs, with a full-time minister 
in charge. To this branch will be entrusted 
the care, treatment, training and re-estab- 
lishment of those who serve or have served 
in the fighting forces. It will take over 
pensions and land settlement questions 
from the Department of Pensions and Nat- 
ional Health, which is to pass out of exist- 
ance. 

The responsibilities of the new depart- 
ment will be many and heavy, and will in- 
timately affect the lives and conditions of 
hundreds of thousands of men and women 
to whom the country owes particular con- 
sideration. To function properly the de- 
partment will have to be headed and staff- 
ed by men who understand the position and 
the view-point of those in uniform, who 
appreciate the dislocation of plans and cir- 
cumstances to which they submitted when 
they enlisted, and who are definitely sym- 
pathetic with the effort to restore them to 
satisfactory places in civilian life. 

To be useful, or even tolerable, such a 
department must be more than a trouble- 
shooting branch aiming to appease de- 
mands, settle disputes, and follow the path 
of least resistance. If it is to meet the need 
it will have to lead rather than follow in 
the task of returning these hundreds of 
thousands of our citizens to the ways of 
normal life which they would have follow- 
ed if war had not come along to thrust 
them out of civilian occupations and con- 
ditions. 
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U.S. bombers wrecked an enemy sup- 
porting base 150 miles from Truk. A not- 
able circumstance is that the planes did 
not fly from the Marshalls but from the 
Solomons, away to the south, in General 
MacArthur's field of operation. Another is 
that they met no opposition, in the air or 
from the ground, Under two-way attack 
and deprived of any effective air or ground 
defence, the Truk stronghold cannot be of 
much use to the Japs any more. 


The Australian censor and the news- 
papers are having a little war of their own, 
While details are lacking, the dispute 
seems to have grown out of the recent 
Statement of the Defence Minister that 
Australia’s army would decrease 90,000 in 
the course of a few months. At Washing- 
ton this was taken to mean that Australia 
was deliberately cutting down its forces, 
and some of the Senators there made re- 
marks they are probably sorry for. It was 
explained officially at Canberra that 
20,000 men had been demobilized in answer 
to a call from the Allies for more food pro- 
duction, and that casualties and other 
ordinary causes would probably take 
70,000 more out of the ranks in six months. 
This was what Mr. Forde referred to in 
the statement which caused the blow-up 
at Washington, and is apparently the in- 
direct cause of the trouble at Sydney.

The heads of the Soviet institute 
of economics, in a 23-page article 
in a recent issue of their journal, 
The Foundations of Marxism, have 
condemned and discarded many 
of the basie theories of the foun- 
ders of modern socialism.

{from the fact that they have en- 
{tered a number of serious caveats 
against the Marxian theory of ac- 
cumulation of surplus value. Marx 
held that each worker, in the 
course of a day, expended so much 
socially useful labor power, The 
}expended labor power was the in- 
trinsic value of things, Under cap- 
italist production, the worker was 
robbed of a share of his expended 
labor power by his employer, The 
difference between the return the 
worker got and the return the em- 
ployer got for the worker's labor 
was “surplus value.” Wealth was 
the accummulation of — surplus 
value, Only by the exporpriation of 
the expropriator of the workers’ 
surplus value—the adoption of soc- 
ialism—could workers obtain the 
full fruits of their labor,

Through an 
uncensored free press. if General 
MacArthur is dissatisfied with the 
facts as they are disseminated by 
part of the press, is he going to sup- 
press that part of it? or what?

pointed out, must involve on the 
part of the Dominions a surrender 
of their independence. The major-

In advocating an Imperial cabi- 
net on Jan, 28, 1942, Lord Bennett 
had made it clear that he regarded 
the question of Dominion self-gov- 
ernment as relatively unimportant. 
It went without saying that the 
United Kingdom would be in com- 
mand of the Imperial cabinet. This 
is made particularly clear in a pas- 
sage from a later speech (July 21, 
1942); 

“Iam bound to say that in some 
cases... it is only to be ex- 
pected that great policies must 
be initiated by this” (the United 
Kingdom) “the most important of 
the partners in the Common- 
wealth of Nations whose popula- 
tion alone is 60 per cent of the 
white population of the Empire 
... So that it is quite clear that 
where John Bull sits is the head 
of the table so far as foreign pol- 

icy is concerned, and it is for 
him to initiate measures that deal 
with our common concerns,” 
* * * 

Lord Cranborne’s point was that 
this must involve the loss of self- 
government by the Dominions and 
he doubted if they would ever agree 
to such a course. Other peers took 
a somewhat different line. They 
argued that even if a Dominion did 
agree, no guarantee was possible 
and sooner or later a decision by 
the Imperial body would be re- 


pudiated by one or more of the! 


Dominions, Then what—did the 
dissenters leave the Commonwealth? 
This question was never answered 
except that Lord Bennett insisted 
that there could be no neutrality in 
ease of war. As Lord Bennett views 
things, Eire no longer is part of the 
Commonwealth. 

Lord Cranborne, however, did not 
pursue speculations of 
which he evidently regarded as 
profitless, He ruled out, as imprac- 


| tical, an Imperial council or cabinet 


with power to impose its will on all 
the parliaments of the Common- 
wealth, There remained an Imperial 
body which could only act with the 
consent of all the Dominions—a 
body functioning by unanimous con- 
sent. He argued strongly against 
this kind of a body and in favor of 
the existing system of consultation 
and collaboration, 

A body acting only by unaninous 
consent would be unable to make 
The representa- 
tives of the Dominions would con- 
stantly be having to refer questions 
back to their home governments 
And these home governments would 
desire, from time to time, to con- 
sult their parliaments. It would 
be an Imperial cabinet ad refer- 
endum—subject to constant delays 
and often unable ever to act, 

Critical decisions, he pointed out, 
could not be delayed. Situations 
constantly were arising which re- 
quired instant action. The most ef- 
fective method was for the govern- 


ment concerned to discharge its 
responsibilities, to make the de- 
cisions, The other governments of 


the Commonwealth must be kept as 

closely informed as possible. There 

must be the utmost degree of col- 

laboration and consultation. But 

the essential freedom of a govern- 

ment to function must be retained,

The main. scientific factor in 
wiping out the differential between 
daylight and darkness in aerial 
combat, of course, has been elec- 
tronics, especially radar. It pro- 
vides electrical instead of opticai 
detection of targets, thus cancel- 
ling out fog, clouds, darkness and} 
other visibility elements as_ bar- 
riers; and, of course, it is far more 
accurate than visual instruments. 
Even in the daytime and in good 
weather, cloud masses often block 
visibility. Thus the radar method 
becomes more desirable and, in-| 
deed, is being used right around 
the clock. 

Battleships today depend on the 
instantaneous radar mechanism ra- 
ther than visual means for deter- 
mining the position of a target and 
the direction in which it is mov- 
ing. But in the air radar is even 
more important ghan on the sur- 
face, because speeds are so great, 
Two airplanes flying in opposite 
directions at maximum speed some- 
times pass each other with a speed} 
greater than that of sound.

Waiting For 
Agreenient on 
Army Doctors 


Just as soon as an agreement 
has been received from the 
Dominion government covering 
the use of army doctors for rural 
areas where no practitioners are 
available, negotiations will be en- 
tered into with municipalities 
concerned for placing the doc- 
tors where they are needed, Hon. 
Dr, W. W. Cross, provincial min- 
ister of health, stated Wednes- 
day at a meeting of the Alberta 
College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons. 

The meeting, held in the Legis- 
lative Buildings, was told that the 
estimated doctor shortage was now 
between 25 and 30 men, needed for 
outlying districts. 

Seriousness of the shortage of 
medical men in this province has 
been emphasized from time to time 
in communications received by the 
health department from outlying 
municipal districts. 

It was announced here some 
time ago by Dr. Cross that the 
Canadian Medical Procurement 
and Assignment Board at Ottawa 
has been asked by the govern- 
ment for “further information” 
regarding plans to have army 
doctors serve in districts in need 
of medical services, 


The board was also asked for 
terms of agreements necessary be- 
tween the province and the Dom- 
inion to obtain services of the army 
officers, and also the agreement 
necessary between the province 
and the municipality.

six years old with health rules, and 
as a major part of a child's life is 
devoted to play, to encourage free-| 
dom of initiative and individaul ex-| 
pression. 

The nursery provides a_ place 
Where a child may learn to adjust 


himself; to play amicably with 
other children; to give and take; 


fo co-operate, In other words the 
child must learn to play the game, 
and before he is five years old. The 
moulding of a child into a decent 
citizen must begin in the cradle. 
Canada’s wartime nursery schools 
are not limited to Ontario. The | 
province of Quebec has six, and if 
the war continues and more women 
are required in industry, others 
will pop up all over the country 
These nurseries are financed by 
the Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments on a fifty-fifty basis, the 
parents paying a small fee, com- 
mensurate with their income 


PRE-EDUCATION 


As the schools increase, com- 
munities will accept pre-school 
education of the child as necessary 
social work.

Former Police 
_ Officer Dies 
Here Thursday 


Former police sergeant on the 
Edmonton city police force, one- 
time member of the Toronto city 
police and a veteran of the first 
Great War, Edward M. Watson, 
68 years old, died at Royal Alex- 
andra hospital about 12:30 p.m. 
Thursday. 

The late Sgt. Watson was known 
to all police officers as a fearless 
man and a keen athlete. It was 
just 23 years last Dec. 26, when he 
tackled an armed madman and al- 
most lost his life. The life of the 
madman’s mother, however, was 
saved by the courageous act of the 
officer, 

A pall of grief fell over city 
police headquarters when word was 
received Thursday that an old 
comrade had passed on. 

Born at Meaford, Ont., the late 
Sgt. Watson spent 10 years and nine 
months with the Toronto city police 
force. A further four years were 
spent with the Canadian Army 
overseas, in the first Great War. 

Coming to Edmonton, he joined 
the city police force Nov, 18, 1913. 
In July of the following year, he 
was made sergeant, 

He spent four years as a detec- 
tive before he was transferred back 
to the uniform department as 

sergeant of traffic. 
WAS WELL-KNOWN 

Sgt. Watson became a well-known 
figure in all parts of the country 
when he attacked a madman who 
was threatening his mother’s life. 

As he attacked the armed and in- 

sane man, the officer was shot in 
the jaw, the jaw being fractured. 
Only his fine physique was said to 
have kept him alive. 

An outstanding athlete, Sgt. 
Watson was known for his 
achievements on field and track. 
As an officer, he was said to have 
been one of the most efficient 
men to serve on the force. He re- 
mained with the force here for 28 
years.

Army Will Pass 
6th Loan Quota 


A chalienge to the army in 
Military District 13 to surpass in 
the 6th Victory Loan campaign, 
opening Monday, the fine show- 
ing made in the 5th Victory Loan 
campaign last October, was issued 
by Brigadier F. M. V. Harvey, 
V.C., M.C., district officer com- 
manding M.D. 13 today. 

“I am confident that the three 
services will exceed all previous 
efforts, and the citizens generally 
should be able to keep pace with 
the armed forces,” Brigadier Har- 
vey stated. 

“In the 4th Victory Loan cam- 
paign a year ago, the army quota 
for Military District 13 was set at 
$280,000. The army actually sub- 
scribed $505,000.” 


OVER-SUBSCRIBED 


“The army quota for the 5th Vic- 
tory Loan last October was set at 
$420,000, and the amount subscribed 
was $740,000, or 176 per cent of the 
original quota, with 62 per cent of 
the personnel making purchases, 
which put the army among the 
leaders in supporting the loan,” he 
said. 

“I am sure that the army will be 
in the forefront again in the 6th 
loan, as we are well organized for 
the drive, and we intend to do a 
thorough job,” 

“Our quota has been increased 
again, this time to $595,000 and it 
is our objective not only to exceed 
that amount, but to increase the 
percentage of personnel purchas- 
ing. We don’t want any pennants 
or patting on the back if we more 
than double our quota. Investing 
in this loan should be a pleasure 
and a privilege, and is a duty,” he 
concluded, 


Fats, Paper, Rags, 
Needed For Salvage 


Waste paper, rags and fats are 
urgently needed in the nation’s war 
effort, W. S. Kickley, Winnipeg, 
western supervisor, national sal- 
vage, stated on his arrival here to 
confer with E. C. Fisher, organizer 
of national salvage for northern 
Alberta, and a section of British 
Columbia, 

He said that waste paper was very 
urgently needed, and that it had 
been decided, to assist in the col- 
lection of paper at rural centres, 
to absorb half of the less-than-car- 
Joad-lots freight rate, so that ship- 
ments can be made to urban centres 
where they can be assembled into 
carload lots. 

Rags are almost equally as ur- 
gently needed as paper, Mr. Kick- 
ley stated, and he urged house- 
wives to survey their available 
supply and send them to the local 
committee depot. These rags are 
needed in the building trade in- 
dustry for the making of siding 
and asbestos shingles. 

The supply of fats has been very 
disappointing, Mr, Kickley stated. 
Fats are badly needed and it was 
thaught that with the abandoning 
or rationing of meats that the sup- 
ply would have increased. House- 
wives should save every ounce of 
fat possible, he stated. 

Mr. Kickley will make a survey 
of northern Alberta with Mr. Fisher, 
and will stop over here for sev- 
eral days. He will visit Calgary and 
other southern centres following 
his survey in this district.

City Police Officers Describe 
Inhalers Used to Get ‘Cheap Lift’’ 


By GRAHAM BARKER 

“If you have that “stuffed-up” 
feeling in your head and want to 
use a benzedrine inhaler for re- 
lief, you will first have to get a 
doctor’s prescription. Sale of the 

inhaler over drug store counters 

has been restricted, because too 
many persons used the drug as 

a “cheap lift.” 

Two officers of the law—Con- 
stable Robert C. Duncan, R.C.M.P. 
and Detective Alex. Stevenson, city 
police department, with whom users 
of the drug had come in contact 
on more than one occasion, told of 
the action of the drug on a person, 
and also how it was obtained. 

The benzedrine “lift” has been 
“enjoyed” all over Canada, used as 
a stimulant for crime, and the 
method of extracting the drug from 
the inhalers was said to have been 
figured out by addicts. 

The inhalers are cut open and 
the absorbent cotton removed to 
loosen it. The cotton is replaced in 
the container and then soaked with 
water. 

From this process, a milky white 
fluid is obtained, a fluid which is 


jtaken intravenously by means of 
a hypodermic needle, 


SMALL QUANTITY 
Persons using this get a “pepped- 
up” feeling, making them believe 


they are capable of attempting, and 
doing impossible things. Only a 
small quantity of the drug can be 
taken from a single inhaler. 

Constable Duncan and Detective 
Stevenson recalled addicts with 
whom they came in contact in 1942 
and again in 1943, One inhaler was 
found in a rooming house in the 
city two years ago, with the drug 
allegedly being shared by several 
men, 

About a year ago, a man who 
came in from the north country 
was taken to hospital, where, it 
was stated, he attempted to cut 
his own wrists. 


WAS ON “JAG” 

When interviewed by police the 
man made the statement that he 
had been on a “benzedrine jag.” 

Samples of the drug have been 
analyzed, locally. Addicts previous- 
ly purchased the inhalers for 60 
cents each, 

The inhaler package states that 
each tube contains 325 milligrams 


of amphetamine, 97 milligrams of 
oil of lavender and 32 milligrams 
of menthol. 
Benzedrine was 
being “an evanescent 
very like cocaine or strong 
feine.” ° 
Addicts who figured the extrac- 
tion process out in this case, will 
have to start all over again. In- 
halers are no Jonger easy to get.

He pointed out that no increase 
in the consumption of 
goods has any great effect on the 
level of employment.
